A general headquarters conference 
today adopted 
resolutions

a hew all-socialist government, to in­ 
clude the bolsheviki as well

Owing to a famine in heavy clothing 
in the army, the People’s commissar­ 
ies today decreed special requisition 
from all persons paying

150 roubles (about $75) monthly.

The armistice ofTer illustrates! the 
lengths to which the Russian extrem ­ 
ists are prepared to go in t heir pro­ 
gram of idyllic internationalism. As 
observers saw it today, the move was 
undoubtedly mad J with the sympathy 
of a great part of, the war-weary army 
and citizenry.

emphatically disclaiming any intention 
of a separate peace. 
The armistice 
offer itself ts addressed "to all bellig­ 
erent peoples" and siree* is laid in 
IJetrogrod dispatches on the fact that 
the offer is merely the first step in 
the ambitious—if idyllic—scheme 
of 
the bolsheviki for world peace. 
In some circles the idea of an arm ­ 
istice between Russia and the Teutons 
was regarded favorably. 
It was point­ 
ed out that ouch a formal agreem ent 
m ight avoid a great German drive 
which would 
sweep

of 
square miles of Russian territory Into 
German hands—a drive timed by the 
enemy against a Russian arm y which 
is already half starved, totally unpre­ 
pared and inadequately equipped, and 
which could1 be made with a minimum 
of German military effort.

istice may enable a smoothing out of 
the Russian military machine and that 
Rut Ola "will come back" the quicker.

t h e life of a baby b orn hopelessly de­ 
fective, bas com e into the limelight 
again. 
It 
is 
a n o th e r 
case 
of 
“eu th an asia,” or p ainless d eath rath er 
than a life of continued suffering. 
Hut in the p resen t case Dr. Haisel- 
den goes farther. 
Instead of merely 
p erm itting an in fa n t to die by the 
passive method of refusing surgical 
aid. Dr. Haiselden has tak en m atters 
actively into his own hands, 
lie has 
been 
adm in isterin g 
opiates 
which, 
while intended incidentally to relieve 
pain, are m eant p rim arily to cause a 
slow and painless death. 
i'he baby in question is said to have 
u head so small and deform ed that it 
is certainly doomed to be an idiot if it 
lives. 
It also has a strictu re of the 
windpipe w hich m ak es its breathing 
labored 
and 
painful. 
Life 
m eans 
nothing to that child, says the physi­ 
cian. 
And 
its 
continued 
existence 
perhaps m eans death to the motlier. 
For th e sake of th e 
baby 
and 
its 
parents, and of so c ie ty in general, he 
advocates the elim ination of all such 
defectives. 
“W here such lives a re shortened," 
he says, “the p a re n ts’ lives are pro­ 
longed.” 
A keen controversy is raging over 
this question, in tile medical profes­ 
sion and am ong the laity. 
It would be 
hard to say w h e th e r public opinion 
will uphold Dr H aiselden or condem n 
him. 
.Most medical opinion ap p ears to 
be against him. 
And yet th ere are 
those who m aintain th a t most doctors 
are at heart in a g reem en t with Dr. 
Haiselden, 
and 
object to his public 
m ethods rattier than Ilia principles— 
th a t, in fact, m any of them h av e re­ 
peatedly done the sam e sort of thing 
without saying an y th in g about it. 
Despite the abuse to which ‘'eu th an ­ 
asia” is subjected, 
th e 
principle 
is 
received more to lerantly than it was 1 
a few years ago 
We m ay vet see the 1 
day when law and sentim en t both will , 
sanction such procedure as that of Dr. 
Haiselden in a case so sim ple and J 
clear as the present one. 
Hut it isn't j 
likely that either law o r sentim ent will 
ever sanction the leaving of so im­ 
portant a decision to one man. 
There 
will have to be at least a form al con­ 
sultation of m edical officers responsible 
to public authority.

H eretofore the w eakest link in our 
w ar chain lias been o u r shipping. That 
defect is being rem edied.

Pastor a Crack Shot 
He was a crack shot with the rifle 
and has a gold m edal presented by the 
governm ent for his expertness with 
the gun.

H im self participating in the revolu­ 
tions in Honolulu, a brother with the 
C anadian forces in France and his son 
p r e y in g to do his bit for Uncle Sam,

He has the blood 
of three colonels of the British regu­ 
lar arm y coursing through his veins. 
His great-grandfather, Sir Jim. Huntei 
Cowan, com m anded a yeomanry regi­ 
m ent which aldea in putting down tn t 
Irish rebellion in 1798.

father, Colonel Ogle R. Cowan, com 
m anded the C anadian troop?’ at Pres 
cott, Canada, in 1837, and defeated the 
re m a n raiders at that point.

T he brother is Nelson B. Peck, of 
Vancouver, B. C., who was formerly 
city engineer of Edmonton, Alberta, 
Canada, where he had charge of the 
construction of extensive water works. 
He is now a sergeant in (lie Canadian 
Forestry Corps, B ritish Expeditionary 
forces, in France, w here he is devot­ 
ing hiss talents to w ater problems ct 
the section iii which he is located. 
In a letter to Rev. Peck, under date 
of October 22, he w rites most inter­ 
estingly of the conditions there and 
the work he is doing. 
P arts of his letr 
te r follow: 
From Brother in France 
“I enlisted in V ancouver on Septem ­ 
ber 16, 1916, and left on the 19th of 
the same m onth tor M ontreal, where I 
drilled for two m onths, leaving then 
for Halifax 
and 
England 
I stayeu 
there until February I and then came 
to France. 
I have been here nine 
m onths now aud have become accli­ 
m ated. 
We arrived bere in two feet 
of snow and liv«#l in an old stone 
barn until we got our first sawmill 
going and cut tim ber for shacks 
“ I was selected to install the w ater­ 
works for four saw m ills here, togethei 
w ith the cam ps, barns, donkey en­ 
gines, m achine shops and many other 
m achines using wrnter. 
W e now have 
about seven m iles of pipe and raise 
the w ater #00 feet.

the pipe down on top of the ground, 
but this tium m er we buried it two feet 
deep. 
W ater here is scarce, not be­ 
cause it does not rain enough, but be­ 
cause the rock foundation is sh atter­ 
ed, and the w ater runs away through 
the seam s at once.
